Senator Vooriiees Opens Magniti 


ceiìtly His Campaign Speech. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 28.—Senator 
D 
W. Vooriiees o}>oned tlie campaign here 
last evening. 
Tomlinson hall where the 
Bpeech waa made, was filled with no less 
than 4,500 people, despite the rain and 
the reception which the "Tall Syca- 
more" reeeiverl was a complete testi- 
monial of his popularity with the mass 
of the Hoosier democracy. 
When he 
entered the hall the applause was deaf- 
ening. 
Across the stage was stretched 
a monster flag, and at one side was the 
picture of Cleveland, while «t the other 
appeared the magnificent portrait of Mr. 
Hendricks. 
On the rostrum and in the 
immense audience were to be seen the 
state officers, members of the demo- 
cratic central 
committee, 
prominent 
members of the party from various parts 
of the state and a large number of ladies. 
The vice presidentB of the meeting were 
present almost without exception. When 
ex-Senator McDonald,as chairman, step- 
ped forward and called the meeting to 
order, lie was given 
a grand ovation. 
He said: 
"We have assembled for the 
purpose of hearing our distinguished 
senator and able democratic advocate. 
When we come together to attend one 
thing the best plan is to attend to It at 
once." 
[Applause.] 
He thereupon in- 
troduced Mr, Voorhees, who spoke as 
follows, 


M R . P R E S I D E N T AND F E L L O W - C I T I Z E N S 
—Among the various manifestations of 
human depravity there are none, per- 
haps more revolting to an upright mind 
than the practice of arraigning and con- 
demning others for sins and crimes 
which tlie accuser himself notoriously 
and habitually commits. 
Nearly 1,900 
years ago the Savior of mankind pointed 
out and rebuked this detestible vice 
when he exclaimed in tones which will 
never die away. 


"And why beholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother's eye, but oonsid- 
erest not the beam that is in thine own 
eye? 


"Or how wilt thou say to thy brother, 
let me pull out the mote out of thine 
eye, and behold, a beam is in thine own 
eye? 


"Thou hypocrite, first cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye, and then 
shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother's eye." 


From the day of the delivery of the 
sermon on the mount, until the present 
time, I doubt if there was ever a more 
complete and thorough 
illustration of 
the conduct for which the hypocrite was 
there denounced by the Divine tongue 
than was presented by the leaders of the 
republican party in Indiana at their re- 
cent state convention. 
Loaded with the 
oblaquy and shame of maladministra- 
tion in every department of the govern- 
ment; full of guilt in connection with

not believe there is now liviug a fair- 
minded mau, well informed upon the 
subject, who will attempt to maintain 
that Hayes and Wheeler were elected. 
The majority against them on the popular

All the powerful machinery of the 
republican party, however, then

try, for the time being, by a fraudulent 
revolution. 
The leaders of the party 
here in Indiana, who know, that a gigan- 
tic fraud was consummated, but they 
eagerly urged it on, and without com- 
punction grasped and enjoyed its fruits. 
Their allegation that the success of the 
democratic party 
is due 
to crimes 
against free suffrage has not a vestige of 
proof, nor a single fact on which to rest, 
while the imperishable records of the 
country in its public archi-jj^s establish 
all the details of the conspiracy which, 
beginning at the Fifth avenue hotel, 
New York, at midnight, November 6, 
1876, in a conclave of well known parties, 
oolminated on the 4th of March, LS77, 
in the triumph of a dishonest ballot and 
false count. 


It is a well known fact, too, and one 
which will pass into history, that a simi- 
lar conspiracy against the ritiht of ma- 
jority to govern was not only C.JUtern- 
plated, but was organized in 1884, for 
the purpose of manufacturing false and 
forged returns in the state of New York, 
with which to defeat Cleveland and 
Hendricks. 
It was only when the {blot- 
ters and frandmongers heard the rising 
wrath of the American people, like the 
angry roar of the ocean in a storm, that 
they quailed and trembled for their own 
safety, and realized that such a stupen- 
dous villiany as that of 1876 could never 
be perpetrated a second time on Ameri- 
can soil.

In close connection, however, with its 
assertions in regard to free suffrage and 
an honest count, this extraordinary plat- 
form gives still further and very forci- 
ble illustration of the extent to which a 
combination of hypocrisy and audacity 
can go. 
In its colossal libel, its moun- 
tain of calumny on the democratic party 
we find the following; 


"Under its control the civil service 
has been degraded by the appointment 
not only of unfit persons But of convict 
ed criminals to posts of responsibility 
and honor.

stranger to the history of this country, 
in reading the extracts just submitted, 
would conclude without hesitation that 
the republican party, during all its long 
lease of power, hod never touched the 
civil service of the governmimt except to 
i urify it from all corruption and elevate 
it above all degrading inliuences.

ing at this platform, and conceding, for 
the sake of the case, that its framers are 
honest men, who would suppose that 
during twenty years of national admin-

notice of our shame and scoflcd at our 
political imiJurities and official debauch- 
eries. 
Ten yea^s ago I witnessed the 
arraignment of a republican secretary of 
war in articles oi' impoiichment for alleged 
corruption iu office. 
A hurried resigua- 
tiou, hastily tejidered and hastily ac- 
cepted, proiecied the 
accused 
from 
trial upon the ni-ritH of his case, nor 
have I uny judgnieiit to puss upou him 
now. 
In the ])rosfCution of that case, 
Jiowever, at the bar of rh^ senate of the 
Uuited StateH, I hciird I\[r. George F. 
Hoar, theu a iiifiuix^r of the iioase, and 
now a senator i'r<>m ^ihis.saei JiseUs make 
the followiiig appullii3g comLaeiits on ilie 
civil service of the government which 
had then been for iifteen years continu- 
ously under the cf^utrol of the repub- 
lican party: 


"My own public liie," said this repub- 
lican leader of New England, "has been 
a very brief and insignilican' one, ex- 
tending little beyond tlie duration ot a 
single term of Heijatorial oilice; Init iu 
that brief period J ));ivo seen five judges 
of a high court of the Uuited States 
driven from offitie by threats of impeach- 
ment for corrupt 
adruinistration.

have heard the taunt, from friendliest 
lips, that when the United Stat.-s pre- 
sented herself in tlie east to take ])art 
with the civilized world in generous com- 
petition iu the arts of life, the only pro 
duct of her institutious in wliich she 
surpassed all others beyond question 
was her corruption." 


How, hide- us and revolting the pic- 
ture appears when you look it deliber- 
ately and squarely in the face! 
When 
the nations of the earth submitted the 
productious of their genius and labor at 
the world's <>x|)()sittons in Europe, and 
we joiued them, the (juiy superiority 
conceded to. the American republic was 
that her institutions as administered by 
the republican party in the heighth of 
its power were more prolific of corrup- 
tion than all others in the world besides. 
Mr. Hoar gave many details of fraud and 
maladministration in the domestic affairs 
of the government a^i reasons for our 
bad eminence in evil fame al)road. 
That 
offspring of 
republican cunning and 
avarice, the Credit Mobilier, was paint- 
ed on the canvass of history as follf>ws: 
'When the greatest railroad of the 
world, binding together the contin(!nt 
and uniting the two great sea«, whic'i 
wash our shores, was iinished, I 
have 
seen our national trium])h and exulta- 
tion turned to Intterne-ss ¡uid shame by 
the unanimous re£iortH of three commit- 
tees of congress, two of the iiouse and 
one hero, that every step of that mighty 
enterprise had been taken in fraud." 


A mighty march of fraud, paid for 
with hundreds of millions stolen from 
the tax paying Inboring men of the na- 
tion.

But there still remain a large num1)er 
oynSameless false pretenses in the re- 
publican platform which challei-ge at- 
tention and exposure on an occasion like 
this. 
It is alleged in that remarkable 
document that "the wisdom and honesty 
of the republican party secured sound 
money to the people." 
On the contrary 
the truth is that republican legislatiou 
created a system of finance wherein the 
government dishonored its own curren- 
cy by not receiving it for government 
dues; enabled the capitalists of thcoouu- 
try to use a depreciated currency worth 
50 cents on the dollar iu the purchase of

money market at a large premium above 
par in gold; paid the 2,000,000 of sol 
diers who preserved the union not more 
than one-half the amount due them 
while bondholders received in gold dou 
ble the amount of their original invest 
ments. 
A system by which the con 
tract for the pay of the soldier was bro 
ken, the pensioner for many years com 
pelled to suffer a discount of from 10 to 
50 per cent, on his pension certificate 
and at the same time invited the capital 
of the country to a speculation in which 
more than a thousand millions of dollars 
have been realized as clear, naked gain 
is a subject for repentance and shame 
rather than for laudation and self praise. 
Nor will the impartial historian find 
either wisdom or honesty in a financial 
system responsilde for the widespread 
and indescribable scenes of business ruin 
which blighted the homes and happi- 
ness of this country from 1873 to 1878. 
The farmers of this platform now say, or 
rather seem to say in vague terms, that 
silver ought to be a part of our coin cir- 
culation. 
Thirteen years ago the leaders 
of the republican party in a surreptitious 
and fraudulent 
manner, 
demonetized 
silver; and the law by which it now ex- 
ists and circuìiitc-fi as money was passed 
in February, 1878, over a veto inspired, 
advised and written by John Sherman, 
a republican secretiiry of the treasury, 
and signed by Kutherford B. Hayes, an 
acting republican president. 
Nor has 
there been a republican administration 
in power since thebepicning of Grant's 
first term, March 4, 1869, that has been 
friendly to silver. 
The honor and the 
existence of the greenback has also en- 
countered the same hostility, and the 
greenbackers of Indiana have not forgot- 
ten the peculiar benevolence of Senator 
Harri.son, who, within the jjast ten years 
propostid to erect an idiot asylum for 
their accorumodation. 
The fact is that 
both silver and greenbacks exist as parts 
cf our currency to-day at the command 
of the American people irrespective, to 
a great extent, of political affiliations, 
and directly in spite of the determined 
and persistent hostility of republican 
leaders and republican 
administrations. 


THE 
r.ABOR QITESTION, 


Turning again to that platform, which 
hits a sort of horrible fascination on ac- 
cc.unt of its daring mendacity and high- 
er ested hypocrisy, we find the creators, 
the sujjporters and l)eneficiaries of the 
most gigantic monopolies ever known 
among men making loud-mouthed prom- 
ises of what thoy intend to do in the 
future for the laboring classes of the 
Uuited States. 
Why have they nothing: 
to point to iu the past? 
Why are their 
lo!Jg years of supremacy in every de- 
partment of the government barren of 
anything done for the working people? 
Why do they not prove the^r faith by 
their works? 
It is too late in the day for 
the leaders of the republican party to 
deceive the people by promises of the 
future; they should be able to convince 
and satisfy the workingmeu and women 
of the country by citing their record in 
the past. 
Ths democratic party is more 
fortunate on this question. 
It can point 
to some things done which speak for 
themselves. 
At the close of the long 
session of the forty-eighth congress, now 
two years ago, the following statement 
was truthfully made of what that demo- 
cratic house liad done in recognition of 
the demands of the laboring classes: 


1. 
It created a committee on labor 
for the first time in the history of con- 
gress. 


2, 
It created a imreau of labor sta- 
tistics, demanded by every labor organ- 
ization in the country. 


It abolished all hospital dues 
from seamen and sailors, compelling the 
support af all marine hospitals from ton- 
nage tax. 


4. 
It put its seal of disapprobation 
on the:>use of convict labor by striking 
from the appropriation bills every item 
for the use of convict labor on public 
buildings, 


"5, 
It passed abili prohibiting im- 
port atiou of labor under contract to 
compete with American workmen, which 
bill the republican senate did not concur 
in. 


"6. 
The democratic committee on 
labor reported to the house joint resolu- 
ti(ms, for submission to the various states, 
prohibiting the hiring out or coutract- 
lug for the labor of convicts; also pro- 
hibiting the employment 
of Uuited 
States prisoners in the trades; also con- 
feriug on congress the power to regulate 
the lioursof labor iu textile and other in- 
dustries." 


The party which has made this record 
can be trusted up the working classes to 
do more iu the same direction when its 
opportunities are increased. 


PENSIONS. 


1 come next to the consideration of a 
.«subject of great importauoe, and on 
whïoh the pubiio »ind in Always ©xoeed- 


ingly sensitive to the sligbteet wrong or 
injustice. 
Any man, or party of men 
guilty of unfairness, illiberality or bad 
faith toward the soldiers of the war for 
the union, should, and would, be speedi- 
ly and utterly overwhelmed by the exe- 
crations of the whole American people. 
The following false and virulent arraign- 
ment of the democratic party in the re- 
publican platform can not, therefore, be 
overlooked. 
It reads as follows: 


"The attempt of the house of repre- 
sentatives to make odious pension legis- 
lation by adding a special tax bill to 
every pension measure (thus declaring 
that pensions should not be paid out of 
the general treasury), the spirit and lan- 
guage of numerous vetoes of meritorious 
pensions, and the failure of the demo- 
cratic house of representatives to even 
reconsider them before the adjournment 
of congress, reveal the continued enmity 
of the democratic party to the union sol- 
dier and his cause." 


There was a movement in the house of 
representatives during the latter part of 
the last session of congress to receive 
and re-enact an income tax, with the 
avowed purpose, on the part of certain 
leading democrats, of making the rich, 
from their heavy incomes, assist in pay- 
ing pensions to soldiers, their widows 
and orphans; and this was the special 
tax which the republicans now charge 
was designed by the democratic house in 
order to make pension legislation odious, 
I do not believe the soldiers f)f Indiana 
will so regard it. 
I do not believe the.> 
will take it as evidence of enmity to them 
or their cause that the democratic party 
should desire the Vanderbilts, theGoulds 
and their associate millionaires to aid 
from their enormrms incomes in the 
payment of pensions, 
I am willing to 
accept the soldier vote on this oroposi- 
tion. 
But in the same arraignment,, the 
fact that the president vetoed certain 
pension bills is urged as an evidence of 
the "continued enmity of the demo- 
cratic party to the union soldier and his 
cause." 
I shall not discuss the merits 
of these vetoes, but this I will say, that 
to the consideration of every pension 
bill placed before him Mr. Cleveland 
brought a clear and able head and an 
honest, conscientious heart. 
But one 
desire actuated him, and that was to do 
his duty. 
Nor shall it be forgotten, 
while he is denounced for his vetoes, 
that he approved and signed more bills 
granting pensions in the brief period of 
eighteen months than General Grant did 
in the entire eight years he spent in the 
white house. 
And whence came this 
extraordinary flood of spencial pension 
legislation? 
When we reflect that it 
poured its great, steady volume through 
house of representatives with an over- 
whelming 
democratic majority, 
and 
rgely composed of ex-confederate sol- 
diers; and when we reflect further that 
this same democratic house has voted 
$75,000,000 » year for the payment of 
pensions in the aggregate, we are lost in 
amazement at the brazen calumny that 
the democratic party is at enmity with 
the soldier of the union and his cause. 
But if we look at the cause, and the 
treatment of the pensioner in the execu- 
tive department of the 
government, 
where his great and sacred interests are 
entrusted and administered, under the 
laws, we will again behold what a reck- 
less, flagitious, and absolutely untenable 
falsehood may be put into a political 
platform by men of respectable standing 
in the communities where they iive. 


T H E ADMINISTRATION. 


The administration of the federal gov- 
ernment by Grover Cleveland has been 
bitterly 
assailed, 
misrepresented and 
slandered by the republican state con- 
vention and by the leaders of the re- 
publican party in Indiana. 
No two 
minds, perhaps, ever agreed in anything 
nor does it follow that a supporter of an 
administration necessarily concurs in all 
its official details; but I am hereto-night 
to declare, as far as my words will go, 
that the administration of Grover Cleve- 
land is strong, clean, faithful to public 
duty and worthy of all acceptation by 
the democratic party and bv the coun- 
try. 
What public duty has bean neg- 
lected? 
What public trust has been 
betrayed? 
In the more than electric 
light thrown upon every act of his ad- 
ministration, and on every step of his 
pubiio life, by the powerful and sleepless 
newspaper press of the United 
States, 
he stands clear and above reproach in 
his great office. 


Mr. Cleveland has broken no pledgee. 
May we not expect the support of all 
classes who believe in an administration 
which, under the most trying oiroum- 
stances, has had the coarage of its con- 
victions and has been faithful to all its 
pledges, either expresa or implied. 


The public debt is being paid more 
rapidly than the public creditors desire; 
the surplus of the sreast^ry, so epor- 
mouilj over8tat«4 Iwo 
ago hy the 


republican candidate for governor, is be- 
ing rapidly reduced, notwithstanding 
the president withheld his signiture to 
the Morrison resoultion, emasculated 
and rendered worthless, as it was by the 
action of the senate. 
There is a feeling 
of confidence in business circles 
and 
signs of returning activity and prosper- 
ity are abroad in the land. 


Let us join voices, hands and hearts 
once more in the cause of good govern 
merit. 
Let not Indiana falter now, and 
thereby open a breach through which 
the republican party, with its evil meth- 
ods, its pernicious principles, and its 
rapacious hordes, may return to power 
in 1888. 
Indiana holds the key to the 
future democratic national sc^cess and 
to the prolonged supremacy of a demo- 
cratic federal administration. 
If a voice 
which, in storm, and disaster, as well «s 
iu sunshine and victory, has always beer 
heard in the battling ranks of the dem- 
ocratic party, which will be listened to, 
I invoke a united, harmonious and de- 
termined effort at this time in behalf of 
the present and future welfare of Ameri- 
people. 


At the conclusion of Senator Voorhees' 
adress the applause given 
him was 
hearty and ge^^eral all over the house. 
Senator McDonald was called for, but 
he came forward and declined to speak. 
The band then struck up "Hail Colum- 
bia" and the audience dispersed.

Daring^ A t t e m p t to Escape 
from 
P r i s o n — F r a n k Wliitingr Shot 
l>eatl and Cnarles Havens 
Woundeii.

28.—Frank 
Whiting and Charles Havens, convicts 
in the northern Indiana prison yesterday 
made a desperate attempt to escape. 
They were both sent to the penitentiary 
from Indianapolis about one year ago, 
WhHing for ten and Havens for fourteen 
years. 
Several times since they entered 
the penitentiary they have made 
at- 
tempts t-'> escriije and the prison author- 
ities regarded tnem as the most dan- 
gerous men in the prison. 
They were at 
work in the shoe factory on second floor, 
when a switch engine entered the yard. 
The two men sprung from their work 
with knives and hammers in hand, and 
in an instant were down stairs and had 
taken possession of the engine. Whiting 
threw wide open the throttle, and the 
engine started rapidly for the outside of 
the walls. 
Charles Y ung, a guard, who 
had witnessed the dangerous feat, rushed 
up, and, taking deliberate aim, shot 
Whiting through the heart, and severely 
but not dangerously wounded Havens, 
who clung to the engine until it was 
outside, when he jumped and started for 
a neighboring cornfield, but was over- 
taken. 
He turned ferociously on the 
guard and was shot in the head, inflict- 
ing only a slight wound. 
He then sur- 
rendered himself.

The l*eopIe of Charleston Fright- 


ened Badly.

Mr. John Trentman, sr., died this 
morning at 1:25 o'ciock. 
He resided at 
15J East Wayne street and was one of 
the best,oldest and most highly respected 
citizens. 
He came to Fort Wayne in 
1833 and had resided here 
fifty-three 
years. 
He was seventy-eight years and 
five-months old at the time of his death. 
His funeral occurs .Friday morning at 
9:30 from the Cathedral, Kev. Father 
Oechtering officiating.
